1 AMES, by the Grace of GOD, King of Crea gritain, France and Ireland; Defender of the 
Faith, To Our Lyon King at Arms, and his brethren Heranlds, Macers of Our Privy Coun- 
cil, Purſevants, or Meſſengers at Arms, Our Sheriffs in that part, conjunctly and ſeverally, ſpecially - 
conſtitute, Greeting Foraſmuch as We are Informed, That divers Louſe, and Vagabond Per- 
ſons, Thieves and Robbers, do paſs up and down this Kingdom, and even within-this Our Capital 
City of Edinburgh, and other Our Burghs, and there, and on Our i= atop bo Lo ight, do 
not only Rob, Beat, and Abuſe Our Innocent Subjeſts,but ſometimes enter into thei —＋ 5 _ 


under Silence and Cloud of Night, to that fe: We therefore for fach 
for the future, Do, With Advice of Out Privy Council, Hereby ftrialy Require and Command, 
all Qur Sheriffs, Stewarts, Magiſtrars of Burghs , and others. in Authority under Us, to uſe their

zendingthe faids Loaſe and Vagabond Perſons, Thieves and ers, their 
2 pert nc e Harbouring , Reſetting, or Entertaining of them, as they ſhall be 
found within their Reſpe&ive Bounds and Juri(dia Ms, and to ſecure their Perſons i Fitmance, until they be brought to 
a Legal Tryal, and Puniſhed or Acquit (accordid % Our Laws ) for the ſaids Crimes, as they will be auſwerable. And 
for the better Diſcovery of ſuch Louſe and Vagabotd Perſons, Thieves and Robbers, We, with Advice foreſaid, Do allow 
any of the perſons acceſſory, or who ſhall be acceſſory to the ſaids Crimes, to come in and Diſcover their Accomplices, Re- 
ſetters, Harbourers, or Abettets ( ſo as ſorge of-chem may be found out) to Our Privy Council, or the neareſt Magi- 
ſtrat without any hazard; Declaring y, that upon their performance thereof, they themſelyes ſhall 
free of all Proceſſes, Civil or Criminal, Wpon the account forelaid in all time coming, And it any othet perſon , not con- 
cerned with the (aids perſons in their Guilt, ſhall Apprehend, or ſo Diſcover them, as that they ſhall be Apprehended, We 
hereby enſure them of a ſuitable Reward tobe ** forth of Our Theſaury, according to their Pains and Diligence. And 
We further hereby fully and amply Pardon and Imdemnifie all Our good Subjects who ſhall be aſſiſting herein, as to any 
Blood, Slaughter, Mutilation, or other Inconveniencies that may follow, either in purſuit of the ſaids Louſe and Vaga- 
bond Perſons, Thieves and Robbers , and their Accomplices or Aſſiſtants, or apprehending of them now, and in all time 
coming, and Declares them free of all Proceſs Criminal, or Civil, upon that account; And that Our Pleaſure in the Premiſles 
may be known and obeyed, Our Will is and We Charge you ſtrictly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye 
paſs to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and whole other remanent Metcat-Crofles of the Head-Burghs of the Shires of * 
Kingdom, and there, in our Royal Name and Authority, by open Proclamation, make publication of Our Pleaſure in che 


Premiſſes, that alFperfons concerned may take exact notice thereof, and give punctual obedience thereto, and that none may 
pretend Ignorance,”
